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REALITY CHECK

Dear Licensed Contractors:

Construction is alive and well in
Louisiana today!  Construction
projects in Louisiana represent
$10,000,000,000 under regulation by
the Louisiana State Licensing Board
for Contractors.  Five years ago that
figure was $6,000,000,000.  Our field
compliance officers visit nearly 3,000
job sites on a monthly basis to
ensure that owners, contractors, and
subcontractors are adhering to the
Contractor Licensing Law.  The
legislative intent of our law is to
afford persons an effective and
practical protection against the
incompetent, inexperienced,
unlawful, and fraudulent acts of
contractors with whom they con-
tract.

The Board subscribes via Internet to
the F. W. Dodge Report Group,
which provides us a listing of all
projects known to be in planning,
design, engineering, and construc-
tion throughout Louisiana.  In
addition to this information, our
field compliance officers investigate
new construction projects, which
include governmental, commercial,
industrial, service, or residential

sites.  The Board’s objective is to
ensure that all parties who offer a
bid or contract to perform construc-
tion services, when the combined
value of labor, materials, and
equipment exceeds $50,000, are
licensed in Louisiana.

Licensed contractors are under legal
obligation to adhere to all the rules
and regulations of the Board in
order to have their licenses renewed
annually.  Failure to continue to
meet the licensure requirements and
adhere to all sections of R.S. 37:3150-
2173, et al, could result in suspension
or revocation of license.  I encour-
age all licensed contractors to revisit
the contractor licensing law and
rules and regulations of the Board to
remind them of their responsibilities
under the law.  Please search our
website at www.lslbc.state.la.us for
our statutes, rules and regulations,
contractor and subcontractor
searches, and a host of other
interesting and important informa-
tion.
